SenaW Debates Form Textbook for 


Those Woo T-^re t»

. T^i« corporation tax, thfl <leUil« for 
th« collection of which rtcently -have 
been made public, will a^t fall upon 
any large pucentage of the American 
people .in a. direct way, although the 
corporations may be able Indirectly to 
shift the burden to a4l the people. 
Statistic* chow that one per cent of 
the American people own M.8 per cent 
of the property of the nation, ana 
that IfM of the remaining 99 per cem 
own 3:1.2 per cent of the ' remaining 
property. From this It will be seen 
that 
fewer 
than 
one-ninth of tue 


people 
own • seven-eighths 
of 
tne 


wealth of the United States. The other 
88 per cent of -them must be satisfied 
with the beggarly crumb of onr- 
eighth, divided among them .ail. Few 
or none of them can own stock. At tne 
time the statistics were gathered the 
average wealth of the families who 
constitute only the hundreth part or 
the population was slightly more Uian 
a quarter of a billion- dollars; that of 
the familiee who constitute a ninth or 
the population wa* slightly less than, 
ifffteen thousand dollars per family.] 
•More than half of tlie whole ijatiuu led 
the hand-to-mouth existence of pov- 
erty-

It probably is safe to assume, there- 


fore. that only one person out of -lea; 
will feel the -tax directly. But jurt MS 
Alexander Hamilton once stated 'that 
the tariff duty would ever be reckoned 
in making up the cost to the ultimate 
consumer, so will the corporation tfcx: 
be reckoned as one of the expenses or 
business and added to -the cost of pro- 
duction. It has been one of the moetj 
•erloua questions of the history or 
t«iatton to prevent tUe shifting of tne 
burden from the shoulders of those 
upon whom it Is levied to the backs or 
those for whom it was not Intended.1 
No one has yet devi«ed a guaranteea-

Will Yield Millions.
